XOTES ON SCIENCE.
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TRICHINOEZIE —RESULT OF THE FRENCH INVESTIGA-
TION A8 TO THE EXIBTENCE AND PROPAGATION
OF THE PORK WORM,

From Galignani’s Mossenger, April b,

Protessor Delpech, of the Puris Facully of
Medicine, md Protescor Heynal, of the lmpe-
rinl Veterinary School at Allort, who were
charged with a mission to study the above-
named digesse in Germang, both In human
beings and mammals, have presented to the
Minister o Agriculture, Commerce, and Public
Works a report of the results of rheir investiga-
tions at Hull (Belgum), Hauover, Magdeburg,
Berlin, Hulle, Dresden, Lqipsic, and Mayence,
To render their lnvestications more complete,
they solicited and obrmued the oco-operation of
the most eminent German physioians who hod
made the disease in queston their especial
study. The chief practical ructs ascertnined are
as lollows:—The epydemic trichinosis lately
prevaient in Germany has now almost entirely
disappenred.  The mortality was everywhere
alight, except at Hedersleben, At Zwickuu,
Beltendorr. and Sommerield there were eighiy-
eight patients, not onc of whom died. In every
case the disense was caused by enting imper-
feetly cooked pork contsining trichines, a cuse
of rather frequent occurrence In Germauny.
In Hanover, Eu twenty-one months, out ol
twenty-five tiongand pigs eleven were found full
ol trichines, sixieen out of fourteen thonsand in
Brunswick, aud four out of seven hundred in
Blakenburg. The animals while living show no
sigus ol their presence, nor can they be de-
tected in the meat with an ordinary magnitying
glasg, but a poweriul microscope renders them
distinetly visible, The utility ol a microscopic
inepection of pigs' fleall by competent observers
is #o evident that many of the German Govern
ments have rendered it obligatory, and MM,
Delpech and Reynal would not hesitate to re-
commend it o any country contaminated with
trichinosis, but they think it unnecessary in
France, where no case of the disease has yet
been noticed. In Germany the hospitals receive
many pattenta sutlering trom this atfection,
During last year there were thirteen at Magde.
burg, of whom only one died, Post mortem ex-
aminations have slso shown, among persous
who died from other diseades, numerous cases
of old trichinesis cured by the encystment of
the purasites. The proportion of these at Leipsie
has been about six per hundred. In places
where the complaint prevails the rats which
jutest sluughter houses sre found to have it, as
proved by l.elut.-n$ at Dresden, Adam at Augs-
burg, and Roll at Vienna,

Bince their return MM, Delpech and Reynal
bhave exnmined many of these animals, a8 well
as pigs, witbout finding a trace of trichines,
Consequently there is no reazon in France for
any perton o refrain from ecating hog's flesh,
egpecinlly when so thoroughly cooked as is
ufugl among the French, 1o Germany, on the
contrary, many of the peasantey eat It almost
raw or ounly smoked, The most timid may
sately eat the heart, kidueys, brain, and fav of
h:ﬁr. us those J-urt.-, never contain trichmes,

. Delpech and Reynal assert, as an undoubted
fact, thut & temperature of 76 degrees O, (167
Fah,) s suflicient to kill trichines. Meat
thoroughly sulted is also perfectly safe. Smoke-
dried sausaees, which have been kept a long
time, are consldered free from danger, but the
wisest plan is 1o give them o good boiling. The
authors of the report atiribute the spread of the
dircase wmong plgs to the fuet that they are
foul feeders, and will eat any offal, such as the
dead bodies of rats and other animals, which
are now known to be liable to trichinosis.
Great eare ought, therelore, 1o be taken to keep
such things out of their reach, MM. Delpech
and Reynal lhkewlse advise all experimenters
pever to throw daway tmchinized flesh, but to
burn it as soon as thelr examination is com-
pleted, for a fragment o' 1t carelessly exposed
might be enten by & rat, the rat devoured by
ap‘fr. and thig last become the cause of fatal
accidents,  They recommend {armers be
vory cautious In feeding their pigs; to aveid
fving them otfal flesh without firet bolling it;
fo destroy rats snd other smull carnivorous ani-
mals; aod never to leave human or other exore-
ments in places where pigs oan go.

Adulterated
chocolate containg 8 quantity of potato-fecula,
the shape of which s radical)y different from
that of the genuine articie. The leal of the
ten plapt e extremely charnoteristic when scen
through the microscope; snd adulterated tea
way be easily detected, for it will be fourd to
contsin not only graing of #and, but fecuin de-
rived trom heans or other pulse; ents ol
rice, celivles of turmerie, bits of indgo, ete
The.ueo of the microscope requires, however,
some prelinimory study 1o make it applioable
lo the purpose the author has o view; thos it
would be necersary to take severnl kinds of
flour, examine them through the mstrument,
and jot down the principal shapes we ser, The
flour of rye, lor jnstance, containg grains of
feculn, wh ch, being wo large 10 pass entire be-
tween the millslones, are crushed and burst, so
that under the microtcope we eee what has the
pppearance of o pumber of small bsgs, each
having a darkish star sl the top, from being
torn asunder, Whent flour Jdoed not present
this nppearance.

TTILIZATION OF THE MARSHNE OP FRANUE,

WHAT 18 OXYGEN !

Professor Schoenbein writes, by invitation,
Lis views un the subject 1o the Beientitic Asso-
cintion of France on o lengthy communication,
from which we eatract the tollowing stntements:
—Yon know, says the Professor, that for the
last thirty years | have buen almost exclngively
and upinterr:predly engaged in  Investigating
oxygen, ana that in this long geries of resenrches
1 have collected, with respect (o that elementary
body, & convidernble nnmber of new facts, from
which 1 think | can deduce the following con-
clugionsi—l. Oxygen can exist in three different
atlotrople states, 3. Two ot these slates are
active and opposed to each otner; I distin:
guish them by the names ol ozone und antazone.
3. Equal quantities of ozone and autosone neu
tralize euch other in order to 10rm inactive or
nentral oxygen, 4. Neutral oxvgen may be de-
compoted or transtormed into equnl parts of
ozone and antozone. But 1 must add that the
experimental demonstration of the correctness
of these propositions is not s0 simple as, for ex-
amyle, that of (he composition or decompos-
tion of water, and o order well to understand
their logical concatenation it s nbaolutely ne-
cessary to know g good many facts relating o
them, Orone and antozoue are always mingled
with a certain quantity of neurrsl oxyegen, a
consequence intinately connected with the
generntion of the two sctive modifieations of
oAYEen,

WHAT'S TILR USE OF I'HE MOON !

M. Geoffroy, of Parie, askes, in an article in the
Moniteur, whit may be the utility of the moon
with regurd to our planet, and wliether it s only
there for the purpose of raising the waters of
the ocean twice a day, To this he replies that,
besides the great planets that are carrled along
. regular path round the sun, there exists
an unhwited number of bodics of diilerent
sizes, moving through space in every direction,
us the almost daily discovery ol a vast number
of asteroids proves. In hig opinion, the moon
was once one of thoge erratie bodies, und hap-
pening one day to get within the sphere of
attraction ot our planet was forced to become
our gatelfite, mstvadd of continuing its own
course. Hence the moon is but an accident,
The enrth had done without it before, and might
do without it again, Venus is aboat the size of
the carth, and goes regularly round the sun,
ulthough it has no satellite, Why should the
earth need one' Ho continues to say that our
moon is no of use to ug, because we might per.
fectly well do without oceanic and atmospheric
tideg, and the best enloglum he can pass on our
eutellite being that it is ulterly useless, he goes
Iurther, and declare: that we owe it to the
merest chance, it bavivg been picked up, as it
were, on the way; and as sueh a thing might
bhappen again, the authorsec¢s no Impossibility
whatever in our getting some day another, and
yerhaps wore noons still added to our stock,
1. Geofiroy 1s one of thoge who deny that the
moon is mmhabited. First, beecause the exces.
#ive cold there must prevent the possibility of
uny animal life, and second, because the moon
has no atmosphere,

THE HARDENING OF IRON,

A French experimentalist found, 4 lew yeurs
singe, that by healing iron toierably free from
cirbon with & emall gnantity of boron, to o very
high temperature, he obtained a product which
could not be torged, but which pos<essel extra-
ordmary hardness, He has now found that an
equally hard metal may be obtained by adding
to ordinary castiron in fusion, phosphate of
iron and peroxide of manganese; be does not
mention i what proportions, The product can.
not be foi‘rpd. but it caste easily, and is, there-
fore, applionble to the construction of such
machines, or parls of machines as require in
thelr mawerial exreme hardness rather than
tenacity. The metal is, moreover, singularly
sonorous, and the discoverer proposcs it as a
materinl for bells, He finds that a still barder
metil i8 produeible by the addition ot tuagstein
—again he omits to eay in what amount—to
ordinary cest<iron. He states that tungstein
irun surpasses everything previously known as
o waterial lor wols fur cutting rocks, and that
crystals ol it wall cut glass ag readily as the
dismond,

A CHINESE FROTECTION AGAINEC “'sHIPwonRMs.”

Lientensnt Marot, of the Freneh navy, states
Irom expericnce that the Chivnese preserve their
sbips adn irably from the ruveges of the ship-
worm (Zerredo Navalis) by means ol two
kinds ol rosin which are obtalned from nufive
trecs, . One of them Is culled by the Annawites
Caydau, which mesns oil tree. I oiten grows
to & helght ol from two hundred to two hundred
and torty lect, A single tree will yield from two
to three ltres of ol by locision. The natives
cul large bonla for as many us thirty men out of
this truuk, and these boats are so durable as to
descend by inheritance from father to son for
many geverations, The other tree isof the same
kind, put not so wood. Vessels having their
keels coated with a mixture of the resinous sub-
stance obtained irom these two trees will resist
the attacks of the shipworm for many yeurs,
and all Chinese and Annamite burques and junks
Are 50 preseryed,

THE RBAILROAD BETWEEN CONSTANTINOI'LE AND
SMY RN A,

A lelegram from Smyrna reports tohat the
orogsiug of the Ephesus pass ou the Aidin Rall:
way, by the temporary line over the mountain
(pending the completion of the tonnel), was
succesgiully effected by a locomotive, which
passed into the Aldin plain, and proceeded be-
yond Azigieh. As the mamn way had been for
eome weeks comp ete to the fown of Aidin,
through communication with Smyrna 9 thus
practicully accomplished, The tunnel {8 pro-
gressing rapidly, und will be open in & couple of
monthsa,
